Fred Burlew, 23, son of Dr. and Mrs. Jesse M. Burlew, 
Santa Ana, died with two others last night in a flaming air¬ 
liner of the Western Air Express of which he was co-pilot. 

The ship crashed and burst into flames soon after the 
take-off at 11 p. m. from Union Air terminal at Burbank. 
Motor trouble was given as the cause for the crash. With 
young Burlew in the death ship were George C. Sherwood, 
38, veteran pilot, Los Angeles, and Miss Donna Naylor, 21, 
stewardess, Burbank. There were no passengers. Accord- 

-'Sing to operations officials of the 

Western Air Express company the 
ship, with Pilot Sherwood at the 
controls, made a perfect take-off 
only to come down in a nose dive 
on a diary farm at Empire street 
and Hollywood way, about a mile 
from the airport. 

The ship, heading east on its 
night flight to Salt bake City, ap¬ 
parently encountered motor diffi¬ 
culties soon after taking off from 
Union Air terminal at Burbank at 
11 o'clock last, night. 

Hits Power Line 
Faltering, it lost altitude, struck 
a power line and burst into flames. 
It fell a mile from the airport. 

As an investigation got under 
way today, Melvin Burt, rodeo 
rider, who witnessed the crash, re¬ 
told what he saw. 

"My attention was attracted 
to the ship when I heard its mo¬ 
tors sputtering,” he said. “The 
plane was wobbling, and in an 
instant it was nosed down in a 
pow er dive as the pilot appar¬ 
ently attempted to give it the 
gun, trying for altitude. 

“The tail struck a power line, 
somehow, and suddenly I heard 
a terrific roar. The ship ex¬ 
ploded and flames streaked high 
into the air.” 

There were no passengers aboard 
the plane. 

Crashes Into Barn 
Hurtling to the earth, the ship 
smashed into a bam on the Wal¬ 
ter Thompson ranch, setting it 
afire. 

"It seemed like a meteor had 
fallen, and then I heard a rend¬ 
ing, grinding crash,” said Sher¬ 
man Locke, a resident near the 
scene. “1 ran over there, but 
the heat was so intense I 
couldn’t get near the plane. I 
think those folks must have died 
instantly.” 

Five of the 17 mail sacks on the 
craft were saved, but much of the 
contents of the remaining sacks 
was lost. 

Two persons from San Diego 
were waiting at Saugus, 35 miles 
to the north, to board the ship. The 
airline company sent them there 
earlier last night to escape the 
danger of a fog cloaking the air¬ 
port section. Their names were 
not available at the Bin-bank air¬ 
port. 

Burlew's Wife Collapses 

Fire fighting equipment wag 
rushed to the scene from Burbank, 
Hollywood and Los Angeles, but 
to little avail. It was 20 minutes 
before the charred bodies of the 
dead were recovered. 

Mrs. Burlew appeared as the 
rescue work was in progress. She 
took one look and collapsed. 
Friends took her home.

</P )—The mystery of a talented 
mining engineer and business ex- 
ecutive, who vanished under the 
eyes of his household last Friday, 
excited this resort center today as 
detectives heard his wife voice 
fears of foul play. 

Joseph W. Ady jr., Kansas-born 
I Yale graduate, who disappeared 
1 with his car after starting to dress 
for dinner, was the object of a 
search spread over an area 100 
miles wide. 

A capitalist with varied inter¬ 
ests for two decades, Ady had 
curtailed his activity somewhat in 
recent months, but he was known 
to be negotiating for granite quar¬ 
ries near Cotopaxi, Colo., to the 
southwest. 

His wife, Olivia Burns Ady, the

With petitions 
bearing 5963 signatures of regis¬ 
tered voters Merriam may place 
his own slate of delegate-candi¬ 
dates before the voters 

Meetings Show Support 
Informal party meetings in Los 
Angeles, Oakland, San Diego, San 
Jose, Fresno and some other cit¬ 
ies have revealed, say associates, 
strong support for the governor. 

The projected trip to St. Louis, 
besides carrying an invitation to 
the Legion from the governor to 
meet in California in 1936, also 
will be utilized to test reactions 
to suggestion of Merriam as a na¬ 
tional political figure. 

The governor's friends feel that 
his handling of the general strike 
in San Francisco last year and 
his spectacular gubernatorial vic¬ 
tory over the socialist-democrat, 
Upton Sinclair, ten months ago 
already have carried his name 
eastward sufficiently to make him 
anything but a total stranger.

It 
will be over a distance of 150 
miles in 10 laps over a 15-mile 
course. Qualifying speed is 225 
miles an hour. 

Officials said 12 planes are 
entered in the Thompson race but 
that only 10 are expected to start.

a concession granted to the 
United Stales.” 

(The British foreign office au¬ 
thorized its minister to Ethiopia 
to advise the emperor to withhold 
the concession.) 

“As a sovereign state, we have 
the right to do anything we 
please In our own territory,” He 
continued. 

“The United States is not a 
party to the 1906 treaty in which 
England, France and Italy merely 
pledged themselves to do nothing 
to encroach on the interests of 
others 

“That is one of the reasons I 
gave the concession to Standard 
Oil. As the agreement is al¬ 
ready signed, sealed and de¬ 
livered, I do not see how it can 
be recalled If such a thing Is 
suggested by the British gov¬ 
ernment.” 

Emperor Haile Selassie, who 
made these statements in an in¬ 
terview, turned to discussion of 
threatened war with Italy. He 
said his warriors had sufficient 
arms and his country sufficient 
resources to carry on for some 
time. But he attacked the arms 
embargo as unfair. 

Haven’t Ceased 

“We have not thought of ceas¬ 
ing our efforts for peace, nor of 
resorting to force to repel a fur¬ 
ther invasion. In the event that 
war is thrust upon us, we expect 
that these arms embargoes will 
be removed." 

Pressed as to whether he would 
cede territory to Italy to avoid 
war, the Lion of Judah said: 

"I do not wish to institute the 
practice of giving bribes in order 
to Induce potential aggressors to 
refrain from war and respect their 
territorial obligations.” 

BRITISH CRUISERS 
REACH PALESTINE 

HAIFA, Palestine, Sept. 2. UP) 
The British cruisers Arethusa, 
Delhi and Durban arrived here to¬ 
day from Malta, followed by eight 
destroyers. The maneuver was 
described as part of the Mediter¬ 
ranean fleet's fall schedule whieh 
will bring 11 fighting ships within 
200 miles of the Suez canal while 
additonal vcssals are drawn in 
even closer. 

The battleship Resolution and 
its sister ship Ramillies have ar¬ 
rived at Port Said from Malta, ac¬ 
companied by the cruiser Dis¬ 
patch. 

The destroyer Wessex and the 
sloop Weston are headed for 
Malta from Gibraltar, the former 
a day ahead of schedule.

But the act of congress that 
more clearly than all others means 
something tangible and real to the 
great majority of citizens is the 
social security bill. Complicated, 
it nevertheless seeks to give an¬ 
swer to age-old economic ques- 
i tions. 

Take John Doe, 25, who gets 
$200 a month and is good for an¬ 
other 40 years of work. Begin¬ 
ning in 1937 John pays in to the 
government one per cent of his 
salary and an added one-half per 
cent every three years until the 
maximum of three per cent is 
reached. All this time John's boss 
pays the same amount on John's 
salary. At 65 John may retire 
on a pension of $71.25 a month. 

Take Richard Roe, 55, who also 
gets $200 a month and figures 
10 more years will be the end 
of the road for him as a work¬ 
ing man. Roe, paying in at the 
same rate, will get $32.50 a 
month when he leaves the office 
for the last time. 

Pensions Start in 1942 

Take Joseph Blank, already be¬ 
yond 65 and unable to work. In 
Joe's case he can't pay a payroll 
tax so there is a special system 
for his class, the government pay¬ 
ing $15 a month and the states 
expected to match it. Thus Joe 
get $30 a month. 

The sort of pension that Doe 
and Roe will get won’t start until 
1942. Blank's help is due as 
soon as his state agrees to go 
50-50 with Uncle Sam. Unemploy¬ 
ment insurance can’t be forecast 
so precisely, because it depends 
largely on what the states do. 
The government is levying a pay¬ 
roll tax, running to three per cent 
in 1938, to encourage the states 
to set up unemployment reserves.

"average" Americans — laborer, 
farmer, white-collar-worker — are 
going to be affected in general 
by about everything the late con¬ 
gress did, but by some actions 
they are going to be intimately 
touched in a direct dollars and 
cents manner. 

Thirty millions of them, in al¬ 
most every form of human en¬ 
deavor, are designed to come un¬ 
der the social security measure— 
under its old age pensions and 
job insurance. 

Another 30 millions—these on 
farms are involved in a special 
manner in the AAA amendments 
designed to cure anything that 
might have been unconstitutional 
in the original act and thus to 
ward off a possible death blow 
by the supreme court to benefit 
payments. 

The Bargaining Law 

Other millions, industrial la¬ 
borers in the main, will be af¬ 
fected -come weal, come woe—by 
the measure writing for this coun¬ 
try a permanent industrial law to 
govern the ceaseless bargaining 
between labor and employer. 

Again, in such measures as the 
act which turned over an addi¬ 
tional $1,750,000,000 to the gov¬ 
ernment for lending to citizens 
when they can’t make the pay¬ 
ments on their homes, the com¬ 
posite "average man” of whatever 
calling will have a positive stake 
that he can see with his eyes. 
In this measure, assuming loans 
continue at the usual rate of about 
$3,000 each, some 580.000 home 
owners stand to get help.

ORANGE—A phase of early 
Orange county history little 
known to many residents, is what 
was known as the Messinger col¬ 
ony, which was located between 
El Modena and Tustin. One may 
hear the term, but seldom finds 
any real information on the sub¬ 
ject, even in the county histories. 

John Dunstan, living on East 
Seventeenth street, lived as a child 
in this colony, and has recalled 
several interesting facts in con¬ 
nection with it. In 1875 an Epis¬ 
copalian minister, the Rev. H. H. 
Messinger, started a colony on 
about 600 acres of land, bounded 
on the east by the Newport road 
and extending north to the lime¬ 
stone hills, with the Hewes road 
running through the center. He 
called the colony Fairhaven, and 
by a curious twist of circum¬ 
stance, it became the graveyard 
of the founder’s hopes. 

He was a man who lived ahead 
of his time, and dreamed of a 
community, prosperous and well 
watered, such as we know it to¬ 
day. When the settlement was 
started, water seemed adequate. 
However, it soon became scarce, 
and the cost of bringing it to 
the district was prohibitive, even 
though it was included in the 
irrigation district. So Rev. Mes¬ 
singer went away, his dream un¬ 


realized, and all of the colonists 
moved to other parts of the 
country. 

The settlement was not started 
on a religious basis, although Rev. 
Messinger conducted services in a 
schoolhouse on the site of the 
present Tustin grammar school, 
and al3o in the hall over the old 
general store. The father of John 
Dunstan joined the colony in 1876. 
and a few other families included 
at that time were the Alderman, 
Burroughs and Rhodes families, 
and that of Frank G. Fuller, at 
present a resident of Newport 
Beach, he said. 

Mr Dunstan also spoke of the 
wild life prevalent at the time, 
especially the tarantulas. At one 
time there was a fire in the foot¬ 
hills, which burned over a large 
area, he said. The tarantulas de¬ 
scended on the colony by the thou¬ 
sands, so that one could scarcely 
walk without stepping upon them. 
A “tarantula killing" was the 
order of the day, and ever since 
that time they have not been so 
plentiful in this part of the coun¬ 
try, he added. 

The entire community was in¬ 
stilled with the pioneer spirit, 
with their interests in common, 
a spirit which Mr. Dunstan be¬ 
lieves it would be profitable to 
revive, he said yesterday.

by Herbert C. Wright, knoyv as 
the "human gopher," in robbing 
Los Angeles stores. 

Wright, serving a sentence of 
two to 20 years in San Quentin 
prison for robbery, was arrested 
December 4. 1933. after being shot 
by police in a chase through one 
of his tunnels, burrowed under one 
of the main intersections in 
downtown Hollywood. 

Lived Underground 

Wright confessed that he dug 
one of his tunnels in Hollywood to 
gain an underground entrance in¬ 
to the basement of a drugstore, 
from which he took $1200. He 
spent most of his time under¬ 
ground. living much in the fashion 
of the screen character created by 
the late Lon Chaney in “The 
Phantom of the Opera." 

Police said the tunnel under the 
Watts bank had been abandoned j 
for at least two or three years. 
In it were found an acetylene; 
torch, safe cracking tools, tanks j 
and hose. The tunnel was dis¬ 
covered by carpenters tearing up j 
a rotting floor. Officers crawled 
through the narrow passageway I 
and came out across the street in 
a clump of brush in a vacant lot. 
The robber’s equipment, mouldered 
with age. was brought to police 
headquarters. 

Watched Manager 

Wright made his home in a j 
tunnel under a grammar school. 
Connecting with this tunnel was 
another leading under a chain 
clothing store which police said he 
admitted robbing several times. 
They said Wright crawled on the 
skylight of the clothing store, 
watched the manager for several 
days and learned the combination 
of the vault before burrowing his 
tunnel and gaining entrance to the 
main floor through a trap door.

—like most other political state¬ 
ments on hope, rather than con¬ 
viction. 

The truth is that the republicans 
hope the Rhode Island result 
means a national uprising against 
Mr. Roosevelt, and the democrats 
hope it does not. Both sides wish 
they really knew. 

Now to 'Fence-Mend' 

What will be the effect of the 
incident, as a whole, on the fu¬ 
ture course of national politics? 

First, it has cheered the repub¬ 
licans tremendously. Their hopes 
are far greater than before. That 
means intensified attack on the 
administration, revived organiza¬ 
tion enthusiasm, perhaps in¬ 
creased campaign contributions. 

Conversely, it has warned the 
democrats. They have been riding 
along confidently for a long time. 
Now they know that in some sec¬ 
tors. at least, they must fight. It 
is assumed that much fence-mend¬ 
ing will begin at once. 

By the same token, ail remain¬ 
ing chance of an effective "coali¬ 
tion" movement would seem to 
have disappeared. Encouraged to 
hope they can win under their 
own party standards, the repub¬ 
licans are far less likely to listen 
to talk of fusion. 

Finally, the west is more than 
ever indicated as the battle¬ 
ground for 1936. If they are weak 
in the eastern sector, the demo¬ 
crats must turn increased atten- ' 
tion to the west, which has been 
on the receiving end of the proc¬ 
essing tax benefits; and where 
the wealth-taxes are designed to 
rest least heavily. 

In that way eastern Rhode Is¬ 
land points an inquiring finger to¬ 
ward that section lying, say, from 
the western Pennsylvania line to 
the Pacific.

BARRIER OF CACTUS 
WINS DESERT FIGHT 
FOR SOVIET FARMS 


PONTIFICAL MASS 
TO BE CELEBRATED 
AT CHURCH JUBILEE 


TASHKENT. U.S.S.R., Sept. 2. 
GPi—A 10-year battle against the 
Karyl-Kum desert, which was 
slowly expanding, engulfing vil¬ 
lages and farms, has finaliy put 
the sands to retreat. 

Fifty settlements and 5.000 acres 
of cultivated land were lost to the 
desert in five years preceding the 
battle. Now, through the planting 
of cacti barriers, this territory has 
been won back and with it 2,000 
acres of the desert itself. 

With no interference, the wind 
had swept the sand forward until 
Irrigation ditches became clogged, 
crops were ruined and the farmers 
moved back. 

In 1925 a zone of defense was 
organized. Rows of cacti were 
planted and airplanes were used to 
sow "saksaul” plants. The barrier 
is being moved periodically out¬ 
ward and man now is invading the 
desert.

This year the shortage of wasps, 
which is held due to the dry 
weather, has reached such propor¬ 
tions that the imperial Entomolo¬ 
gical Institute is importing larva¬ 
breeding wasps and sending them 
to farmers. 

Blow flies which prey upon sheep, 
the green fly which destroys pas¬ 
turage, and the white fly are the 
principal enemies of the British 
farmer.

This year's peak has followed the 
rule.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla . Sept 2 
t.tp) -Cuba and extreme Southern 
Florida kept anxious eyes today 
on a tropical storm which moved 
threateningly westward from the 
Bahamas apparently headed for 
the 90-mile water gap between 
Havana and Key West. 

Early today the army meteoro¬ 
logical service in Havana said the , 
storm center was located about 160 
miles east of the Cuban capital 
and was moving slowly westward 
with increasing intensity.

North Coast Warned 

Expecting the storm to pass 
through the channel between Ha¬ 
vana and Key West some time 
this afternoon. Cuban forecasters 
warned Havana and Mantanzas 
along the north roast of the island 
to take precautions against tidal 
waves. 

A second tropical storm crossed 
the roast of Mexico south of Vera 
Cruz late yesterday, sweeping the 
coastline with violent winds but 
apparently doing no great dam¬ 
age. 

City Evacuated 

The New Orleans weather bu¬ 
reau said the disturbance was of 
moderate intensity and apparentlv 
was losing much of its force as it 
swept inland The town of Isabella 
Des Auga. in Santa Clara prov¬ 
ince, virtually was evacuated last 
night as residents fled to higher 
ground.

What farmers are doing with 
this extra money was not found 
in detail by the bureau, but it 
does report that they spent 70 per 
cent more for machinery, automo¬ 
biles and trucks than in the year 
before. 

Paid More In Wages 

Too, they paid in cash wages 
$377,000,000. or $25,000,000 more 
than in the year before. The in¬ 
come available, after various de¬ 
ductions, for operators' labor, capi¬ 
tal and management was figured 
by the bureau's experts at $3,- 
468.000,000. and the farm opera¬ 
tor’s net capital at nearly $1,- 
500.000.000.

In this editorial you voice the 
world-wide conumdrum which is 
universally being asked It oc¬ 
curred to me that Dr Sehacht 
being at the present very busy 
with other things in another com¬ 
munity that he might neglect to 
answer your question with a solu¬ 
tion Perhaps under those circum¬ 
stances you will not object to my 
answering your query 1 there¬ 
fore take the I'berty of presenting 
the correct solution Here it is: 

Levy a two per cent tax upon 
each and everj' financial transac¬ 
tion ronsumated within the United 
States Accumulate this tax money 
in a separate fund m the United 
States treasury. When this fund 
has become sufficiently large las 
it will very quickly I then use it 
(o subsidize a certain portion of 
the purchasing public with in¬ 
creased incomes. Retire from gain¬ 
ful pursuits the portion of the pop¬ 
ulation so subsidized Gonfinr this 
income subsidy to those only who 
are retired from gainful pursuits. 

Let these who are retired he the 
elderly who have served as work¬ 
ers. Make this subsidy to this 
elass permanent for life and on a 
monthly basis sufficiently Inrge in 
amount as will give them large 
purchasing power. I suggest an 
ini ome subsidy of $200 per month 
ea'h to be continued as long as 
the entire amount is put into the 
channels of trade through spend¬ 
ing At the beginning confine this 
income subsidy to those who are 
sixty years of age or older. Later 
when machine production improve¬ 
ments make less employees need¬ 
ful the age at which retirement is 
placed can he lowered to those 
who are fifty or fifty-five ami so 
on. It can he very plainly seen 
that with this system in operation 
the ones so subsidized with large 
incomes will he able to stand ris¬ 
ing or increased prices without 
them becoming burdensome. 

The large spending power per¬ 
manent in nature as will be repre¬ 
sented in the aggregate by this 
group with subsidized incomes will 
create immediately a tremendous 
demand for all kinds of goods and 
property. Employers of labor will 
soon be in a mad sc-amble to se¬ 
cure the services of those who can 
labor in the production of goods 
Competition between employers for 
labor’s services will result in great¬ 
ly increased wages which increase 
can be added to the cost of goods. 
Because of increased incomes the 
emnloyed classes will then be able 
to stand rising prices and will do 
so without complaint. Employers 
will also benefit in the ratio of the 
increased buying power of the peo- 
T>le because of the large increase 
of business volume on which a 
legitimate profit can be obtained. 

Dr. Schacht’s problems in Ger¬ 
many and our problems in Amer¬ 
ica are capable of being solved. 
The solution is retirement from 
gainful pursuits of the elderly with 
subsidized incomes making of them 
potential consumers of goods pro¬ 
duced. Add to this re-employment 
of the unemployed at a wage ade¬ 
quate to stand an increased and 
rising cost of living. Adequate 
wages ami increased costs of liv¬ 
ing are a team which must be 
harnessed and driven down the 
road together. If either horse 
balks we won’t get anywhere. Just 
thought I would tell you that the 
Townsend Plan is your answer and 
I doubt if Dr. Sehacht could have 
told you.

The easiest and quickest "coun¬ 
try” to complete in all of those 
listed is White Russia. It has a 
total of only 10 varieties, divided 
into five denominations. The 10 
are due to the fact that the stamps 
I were issued both perforated and 
imperforate. 

Philatelists explain that the 
stamps were never put into use 
and that it is probable that they 
were labels to raise funds for one 
sort or another. The stamps ap¬ 
peared in 1920 when there was no 
j established government in White 
] Russia other than that of Soviet 
Russia. 

The complete set is generally 
found In every packet of miseel- 
| laneous stamps no matter how 
1 small. The design consists of a 
Russian soldier and his wife. 

World Notes 

The first stamps of Tasmania, 
now a part of the commonwealth 
of Australia, were inscribed Van 
Diemen's land. That was the title 
| originally given by the discoverer 
of the island, Abel Tasman, who 
named it after his patron. Van 
I Dieman. 

Some of the earlier stamps of 
| the Philippines often are found j 
punched with a round hole. This 
method was used to indicate they 
were no longer available for post¬ 
age. 

From its first issue in 1853 to : 
that of 1910, Chile used a repro¬ 
duction of the head of Columbus 
as the principal design of its 
stamps.

THE EXCEPTIONAL CHILD 

P ROFESSOR NOEL KEYES of the University of Cali¬ 
fornia complains because this state’s public schools do 
so little for the exceptionally bright child. We employ 10 
extra teachers for the mentally defective to every one for 
pupils of exceptional ability. 

Bright-minded children are as numerous as the feeble¬ 
minded and infinitely more important to society, Professor 
Keyes adds. 

The question is what to do about it. Many progres¬ 
sive cities have tried so-called “genius” schools with very 
little success. Children singled out for such a school tend 
to become self-conscious and conceited, and present a 
problem to their families when there are brothers or sis¬ 
ters who are branded by contrast as dumb. This has hap¬ 
pened even when the brighter children have been kept in 
grades corresponding to the age groups, with the school 
curriculum not advanced but “enriched” by extra subjects 
to keep them fully occupied. 

There is another problem that would not plague the 
school authorities if the home could be depended upon to 
be what it should be. Wise parents will know how to 
guide exceptionally bright children to make good use of 
energies left over from school. For others, the answer 
might lie in an elective system of extra subjects open to 
children who prove that they can master the regular 
course without using all their available time. Such a sys¬ 
tem already exists in the colleges and might be extended 
to the lower grades.
